Not only in white-run Rhodesia but in Na- 
mibia, long run by South Africa as its ter- 
titory of South-West Africa, is the post- 
Angola drama of southern Africa unfolding. 
For there, too, rule by a smak white minor- 
ity—a foreign minority at that—is under 
challenge. There, too, political talks are 
going on between the white leadership and 
at least some parts of the black leadership 
to see if a peaceable transition can be made. 
And there, too, a local resistance movement 
concelyably cou:d be supported by Soviet- 
armed Cuban soldiers—the same who helped 
thelr chosen faction win in Angola—if the 
political talks broke down. 

The talks are in the form of a “constitu- 
tional conference," summoned by South 
Africa last fall and reconvened just the other 
day, to allow 11 ethnic groups (whites plus 
10 biack tribes) to determine their own 
future. That sounds fine The example of 
tribal strife in Angola next door seems to 
have impressed many Namibians with the 
value of an orderly solution. Some tribal 
representatives at the Windhoek conference, 
however, are regarded as tame leaders 
responsive to South African influence— 
though this remains toi be tested. More im- 
portantly, South Africa excluded from the 
talks the South-West African People's Orga- 
nization (SWAPO), labeling ft a “terrorist” 
organization for its military acts (few) and 
rhetoric (loud). SWAPO claims to be the 
legitimate government of Namibia. It has 
some guetrilias in the hush and much for- 


eign and UN political support, and ‘it Is ° 


_ preparing administrative cadres. Though its 

- right and readiness to take over Namibia 
fare not unassailable, few observers outside 
South Africa think that it makes sense for 
Pretoria to try to exclude SWAPO from the 
political scene. .

In fact, South Africa's real thinking on 
Namibia seems quite unclear. The number 
of whites there (100,000 out of 750,000) could 
easiy be absorbed, though any black gov- 
ernment—even SWAPO if it came to power 
im a way permitting racial coexistence—pre- 
sumably would like many of the whites to 
stay and keep performing the valuable work 
they now do. Pretoria further realizes the 
great political benefits that would flow from 
the removal of the Namibian issue as a bone 
of contention between itself and black Africa. 
Tn that sense ἃ Namibian settlement is cri- 
tical to a successful South African policy 
of “détente.” And surely some in Pretoria 
understand that a prompt and fair Namibian 
settlement would be a good way to ensure 
that an independent Namibia would be 
friendly and stable and not either 2 trouble 
spot inviting outside intervention ora launch- 
ing pad for armed attacks on South Africa 
itself. . 

Under a 1969 agreement with Portugal, 
South Africa built the Calueque dam on the 
Cunene River between Namibia and Angola. 
The dam is actually 15 kilometers inside An- 
gola, and South African troops are there 
guarding it now. The dam is, or could be, 
the heart of the matter. For all of southern 
Africa needs the power of this dam and, by 
extension, the product of all the other de- 
velopment projects which can only be 
brought to full Dower by the eoconeration of 
the races of the reglon. To develop this 
kind of economic. cooperation ought to be 
the common political goal of sll those now 
Seeking to shape southern Africa’s future.

Europe’s Left Trend 


‘The left political trend in southern Europe, 
‘which could bring Communists into govern- 
ing coalitions for the first time since 1947, 
has received new confirmation in France's 
local elections this week, It has also been 
evident at a national congress of the Social- 
ist_party in Italy. ; 

French discontent brought almost two out 
of three voters to the polls—an abnormally 
high turnout for cantonal elections—and the 
left won 56.5 per cent as against 43.5 per 
cent for the parties in President Giscard 
@'Estaing’s governing coalition. 

While not comparable with parliamentary 
elections, where the government coalition 
won 53 to 47 in 1973, the local vote does bear 
out recent public opinion polls, It also con- 
firms that Francois Mitterrand’s Socialists 
have substantially outstripped the Commu- 
nists within the left bloc, a factor that leads 
many Frenchmen to feel safer about ἃ gov- 
ernment of the left—and more willing to 
vote for it. 

In Italy, the Socialist party (with only 12 
per cent of the vote) has for many years 
shied away from proposals by the much 
Jarger Communist party (33 per. cent of the 
vote) for & three-party coalition with the 
Christian Democrats (35 per cent). But last 
week's Socialist congress showed a growing 

. left minority in favor of a two-party Com- 
munist-Socialist alliance, which would need 

. Socialist votes to govern. 
“The moderate Socialist leadership pulled 
back in January from its decade-old center- 


left coalition with the Christian Democrats 
as a strategic maneuver. Its hape was that 
it conld negotiate for renewal of the coali- 
tion, with a larger Socialist voice, before or 
after next year's parliamentary elections. But) 
that strategy and the prospects for a stable 
moderate government in Italy are both in 
question now. Left sentiment at the party 
congress forced moderate leader Francesco 
de Martino to rule out a new alliance with 
the Christian Democrats before the elections 
and to play down such a possibility after the 
elections, Instead, hé proposed—ss 2 long- 
term objective, after Socialist electoral gains 
—a direct alliance with the Communists that 
would push the Christian Democrats into the 
opposition. 


Neither in Italy nor France are these 
recent developments decisive. But while the 
political situations within the two countries 
are quite different, Communist accession to 
power in one might well trigger the same 
evolution in the other. The one overriding 
similarity in the two countries is that the 
shift to the left followed the most severe 
depression since the 1930s with unemploy- 
ment and inflation both high. 

The political trend is unlikely to be re- 
versed unless the economic atmosphere is 
changed first, a change that will depend in 
large measure on how vigorously recovery of 
production and imports proceeds in the two

Both were honored with visits from Pres- 
ident Ford in their respective capltals, vivid 
displays of dogzed U.S. military support no 
matter how discredited or totalitarian thelr 
regimes.

Land Reform as Key to Mrs. Gandhi’s Future

Satellite Is Recording S‘gnals 
Of NewT ypeF rom Deep Space 


By Walter Sullivan: 


CAMBRIDGE. Mass., March 12 
(NYT+.—For the last 11 days, a 
satellite in earth orbit has been 
recording “signals” of a complex 
nature arriving from some object 
in the constellation Scorpio. 

While there is no suspicion that 
the emissions are of intelligent 
origin, observers and. theorists 
met Wednesday ‘night at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 


nology to discuss how they might, - 


be generated. 

The “signals” are in the form 
oF extremely intense bursts of 
X-ray. energy that occur in vari- 
able but seemingly systematic 
fashion. They are being recorded 
by MIT instruments aboard an 
earth satellite and relayed to a 
spacé-watch center here for anal- 
ysis, 

If the bursts radiate in all 
directions and originate as far 
away in the direction of Scorpio 
as believed-roughly 30,000 light 
years—some of them represent 2 
release of energy, from 8. rela- 
tively small area, 2 million times 
the energy radiated by the sun. 

In recent months eight sources 
of such X-ray bursts have been 
found in various parts of the sky. 
but none, except the one newly 
has sa 
rapid and complex a signal 
While the latter has’ rhythmic 
features, the rhythm. unlike that 
of the puisars, is highly variable. 

Pulsars’ Signals 

The pulsars, first observed in 
1968, emit radio pulses whose 
rbythm is almost as unvarying 
as that of an atomic clock. They 
are believed to be extremely dense, 
rapidly spinning neutron stars, 
which are the burned-out rem- 
nants of a normel star that has 
collapsed to a diameter of about 
10 miles. 

‘There’ is a suspicion that the 
X-ray bursts are also generated 
by neutron stars but not as a 
by-product of their spin.
